+ the distinguished eminence of this gentleman as a publisher, although in 
» this respect he may unquestionably be entitled to take the highest rank ; 

>” but his well-known literary abilities and severe critical taste, equally 
‘render him conspicuous, as evinced in the immense collection of valua- 
ble works which have issued from his establishment. The excellent 
series of Hand-Books are, in part, productions of his son, the present 
publisher of that name. 

The name of Talboys, Oxford, will be remembered by his admirable 
trarslation of Adelung’s Historical Sketch of Sanscrit Literature, to 
-which-he appended copious bibliographical notices. He was, moreover, 
the translator of the very erudite volumes of Professor L -eren, of which 
hie is also the publisher; his Bibliotheca Classica and Theologica, like- 
‘wise deserve honorable mention for their completeness and excellent 
‘scientific arrangement. 

Hansard, the printer, who wrote 7ypographia, and another similar 
work, and who has been also a contributor to the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, also was of the fraternity; as well as West, the author of Fifty 
Years’ Recollections of a Bookseller. Goodhugh, author of the Library 
Manual; Haas, who translated Dr. Krummacher’s Jlisha, and 
Zschokke’s History of Switzerland. 

John Russell Smith has rendered himself distinguished by his indus- 
try, as well as literary taste. His work on the Bibliography of Kent, 
Bibliotheca Cantiana, as well as his Bibliographical List of all Works 
which have been published towards illustrating the Provincial Dialects 
of England, evince both his untiring antiquarian research and literary 
¢ zeal. We come next to a name that has become almost a synonym 

with antiquarian anecdote—William Hone, the sale of whose Every Day 
Book and Year Book, (who has not read them ?) during the first year 
of their publication, produced £500. He was originally a bookseller— 
his collected works would probably fill ten or twelve octavos. His 
political satires had a prodigious sale, upwards of 70,000 copies being 
disposed of in a short time. His infidel publications he lived to repudi- 
‘ate, and publicly to recant, in a work entitled his Zurly Life and Con- 
version. Henry G. Bohn deserves to be classed among our list; his 
catalogue, containing a critical «description of 300,000 volumes, in all 
the languages dear to literature, may be ranked among the most remark- 
able productions of the press of any nation. It contains 2,106 pages, 
‘and cost its compiler two thousand guineas and an almost incredible 
amount of labor. The Chambers, of Edinburgh, editors of the able and 
valuable works that bear their name, present another noble instance of 
genius rising superior to all opposing circumstances. They were original- 
ly, as intimated, of humble origin—now they are among the largest pub- 
lishers of their age. Their essays are among the choicest of our periodical 
literature. There is still another name we cannot, in justice, omit to 
: we allude to that of Timperley, whose Encyclopedia of Lit- 
y Anecdote discovers curious labor and research. Here, then, we 
vo pause in our enumeration of literary booksellers and printers ; 
althongh the catalogue might be extended to a much greater length. 
There are three other names, however, we must not omit in con- 









atone for the obliquities, discrepancies, and obtuseness, with which the 
tongue of scandal has sought to darken the fair escutcheon of its fame, 


Mexico. It was printed in the Spanish language, in the year 1544, and 
was entitled Doctrina Christiana per eo los Indos. The first publica- 
tions made in English, in America, were the Freeman’s Oath, an Alma- 
nac for 1639, nearly a hundred years after the work published in 
Mexico. In 1640 was published the first book, entitled the Bay Psalm 
Book. It was reprinted in England, where it passed through no less 
than eighteen editions; the last being issued in 1754. It was no less 
popular in Scotland, twenty-two editions of it having been published 
there. Altogether, it is estimated it reached to seventy editions 
abroad. ¥ 

We might mention, with no slight honor, the name of John Foster, 
a man of great literary attainments, a graduate at Harvard University, 
and, himself an author. Ata later date Matthew Carey, and his son 
and successor, Henry Carey, both of whom have recorded their names 
in the literary annals of their country, not to omit the name of an 
author-bookseller, Peter Parley (Goodrich), whose works are alike ap- 
preciated in both hemispheres. 

Isaiah Thomas has written and published a History of Printing, a 
work of considerable reputation; Drake, the antiquarian bookseller of 
Boston, besides being a member of several learned societies, was author 
of the Book of the Indians. 

The first Printing-press set up in America, was “ worked” at Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, in 1639. 

The Rev. Jesse Glover procured this press, by ‘‘ contributions of 
friends of learning and religion,” in Amsterdam and in England, but 
died on his passage to the New World. 

Stephen Day was the first printer. In honor of his pioneer position, 
Government gave him a grant of three hundred acres of land. Among 
other of his early publications were the New Testument, and Bazter’s 
Call, translated into an Indian language, by Elliot, the great Missionary, 
and printed at great cost. The title might be recommended, on account 
of its obscurity and high-sounding character, to some of the writers of 
books nowadays. It was Wusku- Wuttesthementum Yul-Lordumun 
Jesus Christ Nuppoghwussuaenenmun.* 

The whole Bible was printed in this language in 1668. The nation 
once speaking it is now extinct. 

Pennsylvania was the second State to encourage printing. William 
Bradford went to Pennsylvania with William Penn, in 1682, and in 
1686 established a printing-press in Philadelphia; its first issue was an 
Almanac for 1687; it was but a sheet. The first book printed by Brad- 
ford was a collection of essays by Francis Bacon. It appeared in 1688, 
and was called The Temple of Wisdom. 

In 1692, Bradford was induced to establish a printing-press in New 
York. He received £40 per annum, and “ the privilege of printing on 
his own account.” Previou% to this time, there had been no printing 
done in the Province of New York. His first issue in New York, was 
a proclamation, bearing date of 1692. 





During the latter part of the seventeenth century, Boston contained 
about forty printers and publishers, The first fruits of the press were 
devoted to the rights of religion and liberty—fitting tribute of the 
pioneer pilgrims of a great nation for the altar of Freedom. The book- 





* One long word suggests another—the title of a pamphlet (in the possession of the 
writer), published years ago in London. ‘The title reads: ** Chrononhotonthologos, the 
moet tragical tragedy that ever was tragedized by any company of tragedians,” The two 
first lines of this effusion read— 

“ Aldeborontiphoscophosnio !

Tie first book ever printed in the New World was in the city of q 
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_.gelling business of Boston, half a century ago, was conducted on a very 
limited scale compared with present times. The senior publishers of 
that city are Crocker & Brewster. They began business in 1811. Gould 
& Lincoln are next in the order of date. Ticknor, Francis, Greene, 
Little & Brown, with others, form the succession. It is believed that 
the amount invested in the book business in Boston alone at the present 
day, cannot be less than three millions of dollars. Now there are nearly 
one hundred booksellers, and over fifty distinct publishers in the Amer- 
ican “ Athens.” 

In New York there are four hundred and forty-four booksellers and 
ene hundred and thirty-three publishers, and in Pennsylvania, four 
hundred and two of the first and seventy-two of the last. Most of the 
publishing, and the largest number of the booksellers, centre in the three 
great cities of Boston, New York, and Philadelphia, which are the lead- 
ing publishing cities of the country. New York has the most capital 
invested in the business. 

In Great Britain, the United States, France and Germany, the book 
and publishing business is vast. Great Britain gives to the world more 
than two thousand five hundred new books, or editions, annually ; while 
France publishes about six thousand. There are thirteen hundred books 
published in the United States annually. 

Among modern bibliopoles and printers of Paris, we must name 
Didot, Plon, Crapelet, Bossange, and Bailliére, chiefly known for his 
valuable medical publications, who has also a house in New York. 
The number of booksellers reaches nearly to four hundred; their 
business is divided into the classical book-trade, the old book-trade, the 
new publications, and the commission trade. Many journals also enter 
into the trade: the Revue des Deux Mondes publishes the works of 
several eminent authors. 

On the quays, on the Boulevards, near the Louvre, and in a few 
retired streets, there are more than two hundred second-hand book- 
sellers. 

In earlier times, Francis de Bure, a bookseller of Paris, wrote, 
among others, a work of great research and skill, A Treatise on Scarce 
and Curious Books, in seven large volumes. The originator of the 
great work, Encyclopédie Méthodique, which has extended to above 150 
volumes, was M. Panckoucke, a Parisian bookseller, Peter Vander, of 
Leyden, who died 1730, was another eminent instance 8f an author- 
bookseller, as his singular work, Galerie du Monde, in 66 folios, suffi- 
ciently attests; and Lascaile, of Holland, was no less celebrated as poet 
and publisher, having been honored with the poetic crown by the Em- 
peror Leopold ; and even his daughter so largely inherited her father’s 
genius, that she was styled the Dutch Sappho, or tenth muse. 

The renowned publisher, Tauchnitz, of Leipsic, achieves a great 
work for the diffusion of literature over continental Europe. His popu- 

lar series of British Classics alone includes over 800 volumes, of which 
he annually sells about 150,000 copies. His will doubtless become the 

‘greatest publishing establishment in the world, if it progresses as it has 

since 1840, as it is now the largest on the continent of Europe. 

In the sixteenth century, Trithemius died in Germany, after having, 
from time to time, assembled the literary world to behold the wonder 
of that age—a library of two thousand volumes. And yet, incredible 
as it may seem, nearly forty years ago the estimate was made, that since 
the invention of printing, there had been issued from the press of Ger- 
many three billions of volumes.

’s Moral Nature, by G. Halford Vaughan ; A Cyclopedia of Female Biog- 
pl H, G. Adams, in parts; a new and cheaper edition, in 6 vols,, of 
8 Shakspeare ; and a new edition of Bell’s Commentaries on the Laws 
of Scotland. 

Dr. Pertz, of Berlin, the editor of the “Monumenta Germanica Historica,” 
and author of the biography of Von Stein, has undertaken to write the life of 
Field-marshal Von Gneisenau. A vast mass of materials (richer than those 
which were in his hands when he wrote the life of Stein) has been placed at 
the disposal of Dr. Pertz,—including the autographical diaries and the exten-

Paris Newspapers in 1856.—The Gaily political newspapers published in 
Paris are eleven in number, and are thus classed, according to the numbers 
printed :—La Presse, Le Sitcle, Le Constitutionnel, Le Moniteur universel, Le 
Pays, La Patrie, Le Journal des Dibats, L Univers, LI’ Assemblée Nationale, 
LT’ Union, and La Gazette de France. The number printed of the Presse, the 
Siecle, and the Constitutionnel, exceeds that of all the other journals together, 
—Notes and Queries. 


Cheap Literature-—As another mode of dealing in printed books, I was 
amused a few years since by a man, in the square of the Palazzo Vecchio at 
Florence, who offered to the passenger a selection from a large stock at one 
paul (5d.) the Roman pound weight. He stood with his scales in his hand, 
and, by his impressive looks, was very anxious to do business. Having been 
a little hurried at the moment, I did not examine the collection; but could 
see, from the general appearance of the books, that they were the remnants 
of some old private library, and contained, I have no doubt, much which the 
lover of ancient as well as of cheap literature would have prized. Not to 
seem quite ungrateful for some of his officious attentions, I lifted a volume 
without opening it, choosing it merely from its elegant binding and silk 
marks, which, having undergone the ordeal of the scales, became my proper- 
ty at the rate of 2d. On inspection, it turned out to be a handsome eopy of 
Sermoni di S. Giovanni Climaco Abbate Nel Monte Sinai, dc., printed “in 
Vinegia Appresso Pietro Marinelli, 1585; and from this random specimen, it 


may be inferved, that there were many in the lot worth a better price. Next _ 


day the itinerant bookseller, with his large wheelbarrow, scales, and all, 
were not to be found; and it is probable that he had betaken himself toa 
more propitious quarter for his sales.—Jbid. 


The Athéneum Frangais publishes an interesting letter from Pesth, giving 
an interesting account of the papers published in that city, which gives ra- 
ther a high idea of the literary tastes of the Magyars. First in the list stands 
the Pesti Naplo (Pesth Journal). It was founded in 1850 by Franz Czaszar, 
a littérateur and poet of some distinction in his country, but whose fame or 
name never mond a our ears before. Its present director is Baron Sigiswund 
Kemeny. It is about the size of the Paris Debats, and professes to deal with 
politics and literature. Its daily circulation is about 5000 copies, and the 
subseription is fifty frances (2/.) per annum. It belongs to the Opposition. 
No. 2, Magyar Sajto (The Hungarian Press), is published daily at Vienna., 
Its size is about the same as that of the Naplo. It discusses politics, litera- 
ture, gives all the news received in Pesth and Vienna, and besides 
publishes feuilletons, &e. Among its staff are three celebrities of the 
War of Independence, Vajda, Dienes, Szekely, whose literary attain- 
ments are also of a high order. ‘The Sajto belongs to the Opposi- 
tion, and its daily circulation is 2500. These are the most important. The 
names of the remainder will be sufficient.

AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


It would be interesting to ascertain the progress of the Art of Singing, from the most remote ages to the present day. It would be more especially § 
desirable to be enabled to study in detail the instruction professed in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, in the schools so fertile in brilliant resulta, of 
Fedi, Pistoechi, Porpora, Bernacchi, Egizio, &e. 

Unhappily, this period furnishes us, beyond its traditions, with but vague and incomplete documents. The works of Tossi, of Mancini, the labors of 
Herbst, of Agricola, some scattered passages in the histories of Bontempi, Burney, Hawkins, and Baini, give us but an approximate and confused idea of the 
methods then followed. 

I, the son of an artist and generally admired singer, whom the merited reputation of many of his pupils recommend as a master, have collected his in- 
structions, the fruits of long experience and of the most cultivated musical taste. 

It is his method which I have wished to bring forward, merely endeavoring to reduce it to a more theoretical form, and to attach effects to causes, 

As, on analyzation, all the effects of song are the production of the vocal organ, I have subjected the study of it to physiological considerations, This 

rocess has allowed me to bring forward the precise number of registers, and the true extent of each of them; I have been enabled to determine the funda- 
mental qualities of the voice, their mechanism and distinctive characters, the divers modes of executing passages, the nature and mechanism of the shake, &e, 

This mode of exhibiting instruction may, I think, render it as a whole more precise and complete. All the effects, whether appertaining to a particular 
execution of the melody, or depending on the particular quality impressed on the voice by passion, or, finally, whether resulting trom any cause whatever, 
may be analyzed and transmitted in a tenable form. 

In order to apply in a reasonable manner the theory thus conceived, the difficulties should be separated, and a special study made of each of them, The 
exercises proper for forming and developing the voice are indicated in the course of this work, 

Possibly, vocalises may be expected to be met with in this work; the custom, we are aware, is at once very ancient, and almost universal in the present 
day. If, however, we have excluded them from this method, it is because they have no longer the advantages which they formerly presented, and, more- 
ever, bring with them the inconveniences which the ancient methods knew how to prevent. 

The vocalises are melodies without words, offering the pupil an union of all the difficulties of song. This study presupposes that the pupil knows already 
how to pitch the voice, to render it pure, equal, intense, to unite the registers, vary the quality, command the emission of air, execute the gamuts, the arpeggi, 
the shakes, the turns—in a word, that he possesses all the resources of a singer, pronunciation alone excepted. All these separate difficulties, wap oe 
the vocalises, hinder and for a long time keep the pupil back. True, it may be said that he can contend singly with all the details which arrest him; but 
each of these details is attached to a combination of difficulties of the same nature, which should have been, beforehand, separately, the object of special 
exercise. The shake, for example, instead of being studied in one particular shape, should be at first practised by itself, and in all its divers forms, This 
labor would certainly prepare the application of it to every passage in which it might present itself, It would be economizing time to commence thus, and 
more extended and complete results would be arrived at. 

Such are the motives which have made us prefer the analytical method to the contrary, though more generally adopted system,
